EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, filed 6/4/09, with respect to the rejection of claims 1 , 2, 7, 
12, and 13 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejections have been 
withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-13, 15, 18, and 19 are allowed. The following is an examiner's 
statement of reasons for allowance.

A memory matrix for storing temporally sequential information that retains the 
sequence of information without dependence on multiple address and is not a serial 
sequential access memory, random access memory, or dynamic random access 
memory (see claims 1 , 2, 4, and 7). 

Wherein said pulse generator has frequency which is synchronized to the 
frequency of retrieved information (see claim 12). 

The fixed memory units are written to and latched in an invariant order, and 
reading of the storage units occurs in the same invariant order (see claim 13).
